MEDICINE AND LONGEVITY. 

The paramount aim of medical science is to pros 
Jong human life, and hardly less to mitigate 
human suflering. 

I propose in this address to show that from the 
beginning the great body of professional men have 
been true to the claims of their high cailing. 

Thirty and three years is usually regarded as the 
average age Of man, and this conviction is so uni- 
versal that he must indeed be a bold man who 
guestions iis exact truth. It was with some trepi- 
@ation, tnereiore, thatI began t) investigate this 
matter of longevity and its relations to medicine, 

I determined that, if aftera fair investigation, I 
found this axiom to be true, I would spare no pains 
to discover the cause of this strange and somewhat 
humiliating failure. A failure certainly not the less 
humilinting because exccptionalin the brotherhood 
of the learned professions, 

Our legal brethren have greatly benefitted man« 
kind by improved legisiation and by wise judicial 

dministraiion. Why should the sons of Eeculapius 
less successful than the disciples of Themis’? 

Again, the clergy, by their teachings, have con- 
tributed yastly to the betterment of public and: pri- 
tate morals. Why should medical men be laggards 
fin this work of up»building our common humanity ’ 

Was not medicine,man and priest or prophet con- 
vertible termsin the earlier ages? Is not Christianity 
jiselfa Divine Therapeutics? and ought not medi-~ 
cine in the future, asin the past, be the handmaid 
of religion’ 

Ags one result of my investigation, I proclaim and 
stand ready to defend this proposition, that of all 
a@vocatious the scientific members of our calling are 
Surely the meekest and most long suffering,

“In sixtysthree governments, baving an aggregate 
population of 76,000,000 there were only twosurgeonus 
to 100,000 inhabitants.” ' 

It is~worthy of note that in the United States 
where there is one doctor to about every 600 peopie, 
we have the least mortality.3 

England leads noxt in health, and in the number 
of M. D's, with one physician to 1,500 inhabita:ts, 
and Russia, with her ghastly death rate, has, of all 
Onlightened people, fewer medical men to total 
population.

The trve era of statistics is just beginning, and 
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owing to the absence of boards of health there is 
still just @ start in the United States, 

My efforts, arduous as they have 
been, have already been  requited by 
the gratification which they have afforded me; - but 
my cup will be filled to overflowing if the exhibit 
tiat 1 inake will convince the people that we are 
up and doing, that we have lengthened the span of 
life; that we do alleviate, yes, cure; more than this, 
we have banished many of the scourges of mankind; 
and that we willand can, if they accord us the 
power, procure forthem more happiness, greater 
freedom from sufering, and longer life. 

Says Dr. Gihon, of the United States navy, who 
has contributed much time, and added so largely to 
our scant stock of knowledge on medical demog- 
graphy: ‘*Thismuch we know definitely, that the 
general death rate is diminishing, and the average 
length of human life and the duration ofa genera; 
tion on the earth proportionately increasing, there 
is less sickness per capita than when observers 
began to keep a record of such matters.” 

M. Korosi, (in 9th transactions inter-Md,. cons 
gress) the statician of Buda, Pesth, has come to the 
conclusion thatin the human family, among the 
wealthy class, they reach theaverage age of fifty- 
two, the middle class forty-seven, and the poor 
rather more than 414, which gives a gen- 
eral average of about 46 years. 

‘It is estimated,’’ said Dr. Felton, the learned 
Georgia statesman, divine and M. D., in an address 
before the graduating class of Atlanta Medical col- 
leve, “that human life has increased twenty-five 
per centin the past fifty vears.’’ 

The average human liie in Rome, under Cesar, 
was eighteen years; now it is forty. 

The ayerage in France {fifty years ago was twenty- 
eight, the mean duration in 1887 was forty-five 
and half years, 

In Geneva during the thirteenth century a gen- 
eration played its part upon the stage and disap-~ 
peared in fourteen years; now the drama requires 
forty years before the curtain falls. 

During the golden reign of good Queen Bess, in 
Loudon and alithe large cities of merry old Eng- 
land, 50 out of every 1,000 paid the last debt to na- 
ture yearly, which means instead of three score and 
ten, they averaged but one score. Now, in the city 
of London the average is 47 years.

Lest I mislead when I use the expression “life 
expectancy,” let me explain. For instance, you 
will find, {nu all probability, as many old people in 
Germany asin France, but the greater infant mor- 
tality in the former country lessens the genera) ay~ 
erage, The greater death rate during the. first 
vears of lifein Prussia, over France, is due to the 

ict that the average PPO 5 mma of a house in Berlin 
is 57, in Paris 29, in London 8, showing the fatal- 
ity to children of overanwe ss. The expectancy 
table will of course Vary, as will the death rate, but 
is a fair criterion, and onthe whojé may be relied 
on. Asan illustration of the rellability, the aver- 
ave death rate in all England was for the period 
1S4lto 1876—35 years—2L per thousand, and there 
has been a steady increase in healthfulness since 
the latter date, 

Mr. Vacher say8 “that in Sweden, which as is 
known, possesses an uninterrupted statistical record 
since 1710, there died trom 1770 to 1790 of 1,000 im 
babitants 28.5, while from 1580 to 1885 oniy 17,5. In 
Copenhagen in 1770 it was 39; In 1880 to 1886, 23.2. 
tn Berlin in 1720-24, 41.0; from 1880 to S85, 26.6, In 
the former duchy of Milan in 1774, 41.8, at present 
279. In Rome 1794-1800, 39.0; from 1880 to 1885, 26.7. 
In France at the end of the last century, 54.0, from

“This improvement, among other important fac- 
tors, has been brought about by the introduction of 
vaccination.”’ 

According to the statistical and official annual re- 
ports ofthe city and suburbs, there died of each 
1.000 inhabitants of Vienna, irrespective, whether 
transient or resident or brought from the exterior 
into the hospitals there: 
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The great increase noticeable in 1871 and’2 
due to the bad condition of the city’s drinking 
water. 

In Ireignia, a small country town of 2,800 people 
in France, Mr. Vacher found that from 1775-1790, 
the death rate was 41.4 per 1,000 inhabitants and 
the average of life 23.6 years.

Five of the oldest life insurance companies in 
America, chartered in 1835-42- 43-45 and ‘46 respect- 
ively, averaging forty-five years old, and represent- 
ing peariy 400,000 lives, report thatthe actuai to ex- 
pected deaths have been about $5 per cent; and this 
on the American and not the combined experience 
tables of Europe and America; which calculated on 
a much greater mortality than the tables now used 
by them.

The tremendous accumulations running up in 
single companies to the hundred million and over, 
déspite the average 25 percent anual dividend, or 
return ol mouey overcharged the insured, tells un- 
deniably that their calcuiations, even now, are 
based on shorter lived people than lve in civilized 
countries.’ 

Now, 1 do not wish to be understood as claiming 
that the doctors, and they alone, are to receive all 
the credit for this favorable showing; but, with Dr. 
Felton, lagree when hesays: ‘From the day that 
Hyzieia, the daughter of Esculapius, was born, 
till this, every idea of the present time, valuable to 
the world for the prevention of disease, has been 
originated by the medical profession; civil engineers 
and civil authorities have only been the executive 
force of thisimperial power behind the throne.”’ 

Drainage was the outcome of the deliberations of 
a board of physicians, under the patronage of the 
Royal Society of London, then in its infancy, that 
has banished the plague from Europe. 

We propose to review a few of the factors that 
medicine has directly and incontestibly contrib- 
uted to lengthen human life and mitigate suffering. 

Itis justly claimed that Jenner, by the discovery 
of vaccination, added three years to our span, to 
say nothing of the freedom from the indescribabie 
agony that this loathsome disease occasions. 

Inthe wilds of the new world there was discoy- 
ered a tree whose bark has been used for the heal- 
ing of the nations—cinchona. 

Malaria, of all causes of disease, is the most wide- 
spread. There are few places where it Qoes not 
exist and implant its influence on the malady, even 
when not the sole cause of the sickness, 

It has been no respecter of persons, or any age, 
for Cesar hada teyer when in Spsain— 

“And when the fit was on him I did mark

Pain is competent, unecombatted, to cause death 
itself. Slee¢pisimpossible when pain is present; 
without sleep’existence rapidly draws to a close; 
but, before this merciful termination, insanity or 
lockiaw is apt to occur. 

The continuance of pain in any organ, sooner or 
later,* leads to a determination . of -blood 
to that part, for ‘Ubi irritatio  ibi af~ 
fluxus,’’ and this is but the beginning of an inflame 
mation which Bus asoneof its resuits not only a de- 
struction ofthe part, but ofthe individual, There- 
fore, opium, checkmating the first herald of many 
infamnmiations, is one of our best preventive or 
abortive agents in combating disease, 

But the many Virtues of this greatest gift of God 
to man Would require a volume to enumerate. 

If it had no virtue but that of producing euthana 
asia, it would still be an inestimable boon. 

There comesatime when all bope is abandoned; 
the messenger on the white horse is at the door and 
demands a victim: our patient’s teet already in the 
icy Styx; the.cold dew of death upon his brow; the 
lite of all bis soul touched corruptibly, and his 
pure brain which some suppose to be the life’s frail 
dwelling house

Mercury {s to medicine what Homer is to verse, 

“That bard sublime,

the Sampsom of the drugstore, the two-edged sword, 
the universal stimulant to execretory and secretory 
glands, apd is capable of entering the blood, grap- 
pling with disease and coming off the victor; nay, 
more, meetgiitatthe very threshold and bars its 
entrance. Fearlessly may Dr. Billingly write that 
the death rate is lower in all countries in 1889 than 
in 1680, for since that time the teachings of Lister 
have made themselves felt, and practiced wherever 
scientific medicine exists, 

Antisepcis, a term that is almost synonymous 
with corrosive sublimate, means more than mere 
cleanliness; but if we were forced to accept the 
dogma that it was cleanliness simply, still it would 
be next to godliness; has banished surgical and 
puerperal fevers, and madé possible operations that 
were not dreamed of before its introduction. Wisely 
have the German law makers made it illegal for 
surgical operations to be performed without prac- 
ticing it. 

Syphilis, once the scourge of Europe, has, I be- 
lieve, bad its virus so attenuated through rational 
treatment by this drug, that it is no longer the 
dreadful and loathsome malady that it was in for- 
emr times. 

Murcury is rapidly doing for society in the mitl- 
gation of this plague that which for moral reasons 
the law never would have tolerated. 

Where medicine in its true sense—as practiced 
among us—is unknown, let us sce what ravages 
syphilis is making. In Brazil 60 per cent of the 
infant mortality is attributed to hereditary syphillg. 
In Corea syphilisis general, In Tahiti it is less 
common than formerly, but stil the national curse. 
In Japan syphilis of the most violent type prevails 
as fatal as among the black races, In Hawaii the 
destruction of the aborigines has been bastened by 
syphilis aud smallpox. Venereal diseases in every 
form are among the chief curses of Bellamy, Hyde- 
rabad and the Nizmas dominions in India; in these 
doctorless corpers of the earth it isseenin its most 
severe forms, it has the most disasterous effects on 
the health of the reputable classes of women, 50 per 
cent of Whom are affected.

100,000 of 
diseases which even in a sens¢, Dr. Billingly de 
clares unnecessary or preventab’'e—nearly ones 
seventh of the annual mortality needless ! 

lam persuaded that the germ theory of conta- 
gious and infectious diseases will give us, in the 
near future, immunity from typhoid fever, dipthe; 
ria and many other diseases by as simple a formu/® 
as that which drove away the plague from Europe,. 
which was drainage. It is this, pure water (not 
chemically pure nécessarily,) forit may be chemi- 
cally impure, ‘“‘reeking,’’ says Huxley, ‘and still be 
drank withimpunity.

Ohio river when eb gt se fever was so prevalent 
there a year ago, and also in the waterworks, and 
later in the wellsin Wilkesbarre, Pa., during their 
fearful epidemic two years since of this disease. 

Yellow fever should and can be kept from our 
shores, for it has existed in Quebec, and was for 
years the scourge of Philadeiphia. But boards of 
health have driven it from New England, the mid- 
dle andnorth Atlantic states, tothe southern sea- 
board andit will continue to occurthere until we 
are authorized by the law makers to expel it. 

To prolong buman life and prevent disability one 
day in the United States, grauting that the daily 
earning capacity is one-fourth of §1 per capita, 
means a saving of $12,500,000, 

Think of tne difference between one day and 
thirteen years and you will have an idea ofthe part 
we have had in making this era the richest and 
best ever known In the world's history. 

I reckon on the basig of thirty-three years toa 
generation one hundred years ago and forty-six 
now, which, for civilized countries, is not too high. 
The figures, if made, would be so innumerable that 
they would bewilder, 

When Augustus Cerar died he boasted that pos- 
terity would say of bim that he found Rome brick 
and left it marble, 

The underground London of today involved more 
human labor and cost more gold than all that was 
said of the eternal city did then, when she was at 
the zenith of her power, her glory and her wealth. 

Iam firmly persuaded that if the state of Georgia 
would have published, and send free, a weekly 
journal of health to every voterin her boundaries, 
she would make an investment that would give her 
more wealth, and, in a short time draw more popu- 
lation to her borders than any single thing she 
could do. 

Such a journal edited by say Dr. Eugene Foster, of 
Augusta, wou!d, ina short while, so enthuse and 
interestghe people about sanitary measur¢s; that 
the popuiar clamor for a board of health would be 
irresistible. The cost of such a publication would be 
trivial, when we consider the advestisements that 
would seek entrance into a journa! with over three 
hundred thousand circulation.

thropedic appliances. Fancy that all recollection 
ofthe remedial powers of things on eartb; in air 
and water was a blank—make fabulous all we 
have learned of anatomy and physiology, and does 
any sane man believe that the generatiun to come 
would be as vigorous, as healthy, as long-lived or as 
happy as this one? 

Right here, after thorough investigation, let me 
authorize you to say that the8prevalent idea that 
parturition among nomads or savages is purely a 
onl sey gee and never fatal act is a great mistake. 

rom the time that Rachel travailed with Bebja- 
min anddiedinthe way tg Ephrath, down fo this 
day, the mortality is greatest, ¢ven in giving birth, 
where the ideas of medicine are the most crude. A 
placenta previa, or position that requires turning, 
with them means death. 

Finally, gentlemen, after thanking you for the

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AT wapsts ‘ON’S DEATH-BED. 
The Last Hours of the Old Hero Described 
by an Eye-Witness. 

The pores shen? circumstantial accopnt of th 
last illness and death of General George Was he 
ington was noted by Tobias Lear on the Sun- 
day following his death, which happened on 
Saturday evening, December 14, 1700, between 
the hours of 10 and 11: 

On Thursday December 12, the General rodé 
out to his farms at al bout 10 o’clock, and did not 
return home till past 3. Soon after he went out 
the weather became very bad, rain, hail and 
snow falling alternately, with a cold wind. 
When he came in I carried some letters to him 
to frank, intending to send them to the post 
office. He franked the letters, but said the 
wouther was too bad to send a servant to the 
office that evening. 

I observed to him that I was afraid he had 
got wet; he said no, his great coat had kept 
him dry. Buthis neck appeared to be wet; 
the snow was hanging on his hair. Hecame to 
dinncr without changing his dress. In the eve- 
ning he appeared as wellas usual. A heavy 
fall of snow took place on Friday, which prc- 
vented the Geneal from riding out as usual. 
He had taken cold undoubtedly from being so 
much exposed the day before, and comp!ained 
of having a sore throat; he had a hoarseness, 
which increased in the evening, “ut he made 
light of it, as he would never take arfy thing to 
varry off a cold, always observing, ‘Let it go 
as it came.” In the ev ening, the papers having 
come from the postoftice, he sat in the room 
with Mrs. Washington and. myself reading 
thei till about 9 o’clock, and when the men 
with anything which he thought diverting or 
interesting ho would read it aloud. He desired 
me to read to him the debates of the Virginia 
assembly on the election of a senator and gov 
ernor, Which I did. On his retiring to bed he 
appeared to be in perfect health, «cept the 
cold, which he considered as trifling; he had 
been remark: ubly cheerful all the evening. 

About 2 or 3 o’clock onSatur lay morning he 
awoke Mrs. Washington and informed her that 
was very unwell and hadanague. She ob- 
served that he could scarcely Sp ~y and 
breathed with difficulty, and she wished to get 
up and call a serv: int, but the general would 
not permit her, lest she should take cold. As 
soon as the day appeared the woman, Caroline 
went into the room to make a fire, and then he 
desired that Mr. Rawlins, one of the overseers, 
who was used to bleeding the people, might be 
sent for to bleed him betore the doctor could 
arrive. I was sent for and went to the gener- 
al’s chamber, where Mrs, Washington was up, 
and related to me his being taken ill between 
’ and 3 o’clock, as before stated. 

I found him breathing with difficulty, and 
hardly ableftoutter a word intelligibly. I went 
out instantly and wrote a line to Dr. Plask and 
sent it with alls ee. Iinmediately I returned 
to the general’s chamber, where : found him in 
the same situation I had | left hiz A mixture 
of molasses, vinegar and butter on as prepared, 
but he could not swallow a drop. Whenever 
he attempted it he was distress: od, convulsed 
and almost suffocated. Mr. Rawlins came in 
soon after sunrise and prepared to bleed him. 
When the arm was ready the general, olserv- 
ing that ltawlins appeared auitated, said with 
difficulty, ‘Don’t be afraid,”’ and after the in- 
cision was made he observed the orifice was 
not large enough. However, the blood ran 
pretty freely. Mrs. W ashi ngton, not knowing 
whether bleeding was proper in the general's 
condition. begged that much might not be ta 
ken from him, and desired me to stop it. 
W hen Ll was about to untie the string the gen 
eral put up his hand to preven ti it, and as soon 
as he could speak said, ‘More.’ 

Mrs. W ashington, still uneasy lest too much 
blaed should be taken, it was stopped after 
abdut half a pint had _ been taken. Fin ding 
that no relief was obtained from bleeding — 
not! ing ¢ could be a\ Wall: swed, lI pit posed bat! 
ing the throat externally with sal volatile, 

rhich was don ae piece of 1i annel was then 
put around his 5 neck. His feet was also soaked 
in warm water, but it gave no relief. By Mrs. 
Washington's reques st I dispatched a messen- 
ger for Dr. Brow D, at Port Tobacco. About 9 
o’clock Dr. Cralk arrived and put a blister of 
cantharides on the troat of the general and 
took more blood, and had some vinegar and 
hot water set in a teapot for him to draw in the 
fumes from the nozzle. He also had tea and 
Vinegar mixed and uged as a_gargle, but when 
he Leid back his head to let it run down, it al- 


most produced suffocation. -When the mixture 
came out of his mouth some p hile oF ¥3) followed 
rt and he would attempt to cough, whieh the 
loctor encoltra ged, but without effect. About 
11 o’clock Dr. Dick was sent for. Dr. Cralk 
bli id the 1 birt ayain; no effect was produced 
and he continued in the same state, unable to 
swallow anything. Dr, Dick came in about 5 
o’clock and Dr. Brown arrived soon after, 
when, after consultation, the general was bled 
again; the blood ran slowly, appeafed very 
thick, and did not produce any symptoms of 
fainting. 

At 4 o’clock the genera! could swallow a lit- 
tle. Calomel and tartar emetic were adminis- 
tered without effect. About 4:50 o’clock he 
desired me to ask Mrs. Washington to come to 
his bedside, when he desired her to go down to 
his roomand take from his desk two wills 
which she would find there and bring them to 
h'm, which she did. U pou looking at one, 
Which he observed was useles -” he desired her 
to-purn it, which she did, and thon took the 
other and. put it away. After this was done I 
returned again to his bedside and took his 
hand. Hesaidtome: “I find I am going— 
my breath cannot continue long. I believed 
from the first attack it wou!d be fatal, Do you 
arrange and record all my military letters and 
papers; arrange my accounts and settle my 
books, as you know more about them than any 
one else, and let Mr. Rawlins finish recording 
my other letters, which he has begun.’’ 

He asked when Mr. Lewis would return. I 
told him I believed about the 20th of the month. 
He made no reply to it. The physicians again 
came (between 5 and 6 o’clock), and when they 
came to his bedside Dr. Cralk asked him if he 
would sit up in the bed. He held out his hand 
to me and was raised up, when he said to the 
physicians: 

‘Il fecl myself going—you had better not 
take any more trouble abi ut me, but let me go 
off quietly; 1 cannot last long.’’ 

They found what had been done was without 
effect; he lay down again and they retired, ex- 
cepting Dr. Cratk. lfe then said to him; 
‘*Dootor, I die hard, but I am not afraid to go; 
I believed from my first attack | should not 
survive it; my breath cannot last long.’ 

The doctor pressed his hand, but could not 
utter a Hts rd | he retired from the bedside and 

sat | ry. fire, absorbed in grief. Abort 8 
o’clock ‘th ie physicians again came into the 
room and applied blisters to his] legs, but went 
out without a ray of hope. 

From this time he appeared to breathe with 
less difticulty than ue had done, but was very 
restless, continually changing his position to 
endeavor to get ease. I aided him all in my 
power and was gratiiied in believing he felt it, 
for he would look upou me with eyes speaking 
gratitude, but was unable to utter a word 
without great distress. 

About 10 o’clock he made several attempts 
to speak to me before he could effectit. At 
length he said: “Iam just going. Have me 
decently buried, and not let my body be put 
into the vault in less than two days after I 
am dead.’’ 

I bowed assent. He looked me again and 
said: ‘‘Do you unde rstand me?” I replied, 
“Yes, sir,” **’Tis well,” said he.g 

About ten minutes before he expired his 
breathing became much easier; he lay quietly; 
he withdrew — hand from mine and felt his 
own pulse. ispoke to Dr. Cralk, who sat by 
the fire; he came to the bedside. The general’s 
hand fell froin his wrist; I took it in mine and 
placed it on his breast. Dr. Cralk placed his 
hands over his eyes, and he expired without a 
struggle or a sigh. 

While we were fixed in silent grief Mrs.

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THE NOISE OF THUNDER. 


How the Flash of Lightning Causes the 
Kioar Which Follows. 


From the Pittsburg Chronicle 

One of the best descriptions of a common 
natural phenomenon is that recentiy given by 
M. Hirn, in which he says that the sound 
which is known as th: under is due simply tothe 
fact that the air traversed by an electric spark 
—that is a flash of “lightning—-is suddenly 
raised to a very high temperature, and has its 
volume, moreover,considerably increased, The 
coluiin of gas thus suddenly heated and 6x- 
panded is sometimes several miles long, and, 
as tle duration of the flash is not even a mil- 
lionth of a second, it follows that the noise 
bursts at once from the whole column, though 
for an observer in any one place it commences 
when the lightning is at the least distance. In 
precise terms, according to M. Hirn, the be- 
ginning ot the thunder clap gives us the mini- 
mum distance of the lightning and the length 
of the thunder clap gives us the length of the 
coluuin. He also remarks that, when a flash 
of lightning strikes the ground, it is not neces- 
sarily from the place struck that the first noise 
is heard. Again, he points out that a bullet 
whistles in traversing the air, so that we can, 
to a certain extent, follow its flight, the same 
thing also happening with a falling meteorite 
just before striking the earth. The noise actu- 
ally heard has been compared to the sound pro- 
duced when one tears linen. It is due really 
to the fact that the air rapidly pushed on one 
side in front of the projectile, whether bullet 
or metevrite, quickly rushes back to fill the 
vacuysn left in the rear.

The Owners of the West End and Atlanta Sell to 
a the New Union Company—Another Link in the 
Consolidation—W hat Wi!l Be Done. 


Another step toward street railroad consoli- 
dation was taken yesterday morning. 
The Union Street Railway company pur- 


chased another road. 


This time it isthe West End and Atlanta 
which has been bought: The sale was made 
yesterday morning, the negotiations being 
conducted by Mr. W. A. Hemphill for the 
Union company and by Mr. Hugh T, Inman 
or t he owners.

The residents of that beautiful 
suburb cry for rapid transit to Atlanta, and 
they will doubtless be accommodated so far as it

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OLD CHANCE CARTER, 
THE LIFELONG DEVOTION OF A 
SOUTHERN SLAVE. 

Guarding the Graves of HisOld Master and Mistress 
Through All the Long Years—Resisting Evic~ 
tion Snecessfully—Parting With His Sons and 
Daughters, 

Chance Carter lived seventy-five years a 
slave and twenty-five a free man. 

That is, from the best anybody can tell 
Sbout it 

Ife was so old that he had outlived overy- 
body who might have to!ld anything about his 
real age, which spanned the average life of 
three or four generatious 

Away back in the days when Decatur was a 
starve road station and Atlanta was a cross 
roads village, Mr. Williain Carter and his wife 
tame to this section, childless but wealthy, 
and the possessors of many slaves 

Among Chance, who 
was more than half free, a good business man: 
but a lover of cock fights and rough, country, 
sports. 

Chance was a man of middie age, and had a 
largo family when the railroad reached At- 
lanta. Jie was practically in chargo of the 
plantation affairs, his master reliving implicituy 
on his fidelity and good judgmentin all the 
afiairs connected with his estate. His faith 
Was never shaken by a singie dishonest act on 
the part of the old negro. 

PHE HAND OF DEATH, 

j long in the “40s Mr. Carter died, and his 
wiie had his body iaid to rest ona lot in the 
plantation, where she might repose beside him 
when tho time eame for her to depart. The 
good old lady bad no one leit but Chance, and 
on the honest negro she relied still more than 
ever. 

The sons and daughters of the slave grew to 
manhood and womanhood, and the plantation 
prospered. The grave of the old master was 
kept green, 

—n 1857 Mrs. Carter felt the approach of 
death. She feitthat the two lonely graves 
would be left unprotected, aud that the stran- 
ger would desecrate them, and that possibly 
the ploughshare might rudely break away the 
Mossy mounds above their last resting place. 

So, sire called for Chances, and to him made 
a dead of gitt to thirteon acres of land, asking 
him to remain there and look after the graves 
of the master and mistress, as long as he 
lived. The negro promised to do so, and he 
kept his word 

Nobody thought of molesting Uncle Chance. 

Of course, under the laws existing prior to 
the war, a slave could not be freed, nor could 
he become a freeholder. But this old man 
was a freedinan and a landholder, by virtue of 
the common respect for the sacredness of his 
charge, and that public sentiment and sym- 
pathy that was not uncommon among ihe peo- 
ple of the south in seach cases 

SEPARATED BY SLAVERY. 

The rost of the property went to distant rela- 
tives, and the inevitable separation, which was 
one of the most painful incidents of slavery, 
eceurred between the father and his children.

tako them in charge and secure them homes | 


with good mastera, Colonel Adair took them 
to New Orleans, where he sold them to a man 
Hamed Pickett, and in the sale he not only 
Placed the negroes to the best advantage for 
these! ves, but realized a round sum in the 
64.8. 

Ned was a magnificent speclmen of a slave, 
and Was an expert carpenter. 
82,000 in cash. 

Two or three years agoa gentleman from 
Atianta met Mr. Pickett in awestern city, and 
the old man recalled the sale and purchase, 


lie brought 


and informed the Atlanta man that Ned Car- 
ter was now a resident of a wealthy com- 
munity in Louisiana, and was worth at least 
$5,000. The girls were both doing well, and 
the transaction had turned out most happily 
for all concerned. 

Ned Carter has corresponded with Colonel 
Adair, since the war, and his letters indicated 
a thrifty and thorough-going man, who was 
rapidly rising in wealth and influence. 

A LONG VIGIL. 

Uncle Chance remained on the little farm 
left him by the old mistress. Amid the shock 
and commotion of war he never wavered in 
his deyotion, and Lincoln’s proclamation fell 
unheeded on his ears. 

It could do nething for a man who was only 
asiave so faras his affections bound him. 
And they were as fetters of brass binding him 
to the memory of those whom he had loved 
and served in life, and from whom, in death, 
he chose not to be disunited. 

After the war some of the lands passed into 
alien hands, and-jncluded in the ~~. the 
home of the old slave. The new owffér set up 
a claim that the thirteen acres were held by 
the old negro without any legal title, and in- 


the little farm. 

This aroused the old man, who had kept his 
vigil so long and well, and he consulted a 
lawyer. The lawyer was Judge W. L. Cal- 
houn, who had eaten Mrs, Carter’s ginger 
cakes and listened to Uncle Chance’s quaint 
stories when a little boy. 

Although there was really not the shadow 
ofa title to Chance’s holding, the lawyer de- 
termined to stand by him, and help to preserve 
the little legacy and enable the old man to die 
by the graves of those who had loved and 
trusted him, 

And the lawyer won his case by a speech of 
such masterly eloquence that the crowd in the 
court room was moved to tears. 

HIS DECLINING DAYS. 

There was something peculiar about Chan¢ée 
Carter. His mind was of a higher order than 
Was common among ‘uneducated slaves. Hoe 
was a shrewd trader and scarcely ever made a 
mistake in a bargain. é 

Ilis tidelity in life and in death to the inter- 
ests of his master and mistress was something 
remarkable, and there are few parallel in-

It was extremely appropriate that thoy 
should have laid him to rest in the same quiet 
spot, which he had guarded so zealously 
through all these long years. 

And out there, on the old plantation, among 
the budding trees and trailing vines, after an 
hundred years of such vicissitudes as seldom 
fall to the lot of man, sleeps in undisturbed 
repose, the bodies of the master, the mistress 
and the faithful Uncle Chance.

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THE TWO PROPOSITIONS 


FOR THE EXTENSION OF THE AT- 
LANTA AND FLORIDA, 
Interviews With President L. J. win and Coloncl R. 
¥, Maddox--The Late Propositten Best’ for At- 

Janta and the State—A Cari From Mr. Haas. 

‘The proposition’ to the Georgia Improve- 
ment company by Barg, Dow & Sully has been 
much discussed by business men. Below are 
presented interviews with President L. J. 
Hill and Colone) R. F. Maddox, both of the 
committee that went to New York to arrange 
the debt of the Atlanta and Florida road. 

Mr. L. J. Hill's Opinion 

Mr. L. J. Hill, the president of the Georgia 
Improvem@nt company, was asked what he 
thought about the proposition of Messrs, 
Barg, Dow & Sully, as published in Tue 
CONSTITUTON a few daysago. He said: 

‘The information contained in that article 
in Tuk ConstituTIon the other dav was in 
the main correct, with one important excep- 
tion. That isthatI never consented to rec- 
ommend to the stockholders, of the Georgia 


improvement company to accept the preposi- 


tion from Messrs. Barg, Dow & Sullywhich 
was to give $200,000 of first mortgage bonds, 
and $300,000 of preferred stock—that as a con- 
sideration for the stock of the Georgia 
Improvement company after the payment of 
the entire indebtedness of the road. But I 
stated to them that I would recommend to the 
stockholders to accept the proposition to give 
them $300,000 of first mortgage bonds and 
$200,000 of prefered stock, or $400,000 in first 
mortgage bonds, assigning as a reason why I 
could not recommend the former proposition 
that we already hada better one to present 
from a different source. 

"I believe the consummation‘of the plan pro 
posed by those gentlemen would probably re- 
sult in greater benefit to our state and section 
as well as our city than the acceptance of the 
other proposition named, but as an official of 
the Georgia Iinprovement company I felt it 
my duty to insist upon that line of action 
which would come nearest saving our stock- 
holders the money they had invested in the 
enterprise.”’ 

What Colonel R. F. Maddox Says. 

Colonel R. F. Maddox, who was one of the 
committee of stockholders that went to New 
York to arrange the debt of the Atlanta and 
Florida railroad, returned a few days after the 
other members of the committee. 

He was interviewed yesterday, and said: 

“T soon found that we could do nothing un- 
til our claims were presented in writing, and 
hence the cireular letter that I gave you was 
prepared and presented by me in person 
toa number of the capitalists in New 
York. I felt that it was my duty to set forth 
In the most favorable terms I could the claims 
of the railroad. They seemed pleased, and I 
am satisfied that something good will come 
out of it at no distant day. 

“The debt was temporarily arranged, and I 
am confident thatitcan be arranged perma- 
nently, in order to carry out the contract which 
the stockholders made with Hawking,”’ 

‘*What else was considered ?”’ 

‘*There were a number of suggestions. This 
proposition by Barg & Co. that was 
published in the CONSTITUTION was talked 
about a great deal, and seemed to have some 
good. features, but I felt that I must exhaust 
all the power that was in me to place the debt 
and carry out my obligations to the stock- 
holders.” 

“What other propositions were made to the 
committee ?”’ 

‘IT do not consider that we have any prop- 
osition before us except that of the Hawkins 
system, to extend to QGardele and Savannah. 
That has never been withdrawn and I hope 
will neyer be, as I believe it is the best thing 
for the stockholders and best for Atlanta. It 
is entirely practicable. 

‘There are some other propositions I don’t 
care to make any statement about at present, 
but Ihave every confidence that something 
good will come out of this road for the stock- 
holders, especially if we can be united. I 
never saw money so plentiful in the north or 
g0 ready to flow this way, and any scheme that 
has meritinitcan have -plenty of help from 
the worth,” 

» “What do you think can be made out of the 
stock ?”’ 

* “T am not posted, but I don’t believe it could 
be-ewther bought or sold for fifty cents. The 
highest figure at which I have known of sales 
was 32, but now stockholders are not disposed 
to sell, preferring to await the results of a few 
weeks’ investigation and manipulation.”’ 

Colonel Maddox goes on tlosay that the exten- 
sion of the Atlanta and Florida road 42 miles 
to Cordele will give, by connection with the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery road, a 
line from Atlanta to Savannah 13 miles shorter 
than the Central, which has now the shortest 
jine, and that the Central isebended for £59,000 
a mile. while the Atlanta and Florida would be 
bonded for only $15,009a mile. He alsoempha- 
gizes the importance of connections with Mont- 
gomery and Brunswick, and the good outlook 
for western business. 

In the circular letter referred to by Colonel 
Maddox describes the condition of the road as 
followed:

The Skeleton of a Man Within the Skeleton 
of a Huge Snake.

GAINESVILLE, Texas, April 16.—A remarka- 
bly strange discovery, and one thatis causing the 
thoughtful to ponder over the unwritten past, was 
made afew daysago hya French citizen inthe 
northwestern district of this county.
